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T he education of the Art Student is probably the most 
difficult of all tasks to undertake, as so much attraction 
is offered to the immature mind by the restless and ever- 
changing fashion, the incessant craving for that which 
is novel rather than that which is artistic, and the aggressive 
expression of opinion and judgment by those who have not taken 
the trouble to cultivate a close acquaintance with the laws of art. 
The student is often led into error, and in some cases, I may say, 
forced into error in consequence of the necessity of a reliable 
text-book to which he may refer with confidence, for his artistic 
guidance. Books are only good as far as the student is ready for 
them, and the best of teaching frequently fails in producing good 
results, through the lack of practical demonstration. In placing 
this illustrated record of the National Competitions, 1896-7, 
before the public, I am guided by the necessity which exists of 
providing the Art Student with matter for thought and with a 
practical demonstration of the thoughts and work of others, and 
further with a guide to what the examiners of the Department of 
Science and Art require, if the student desires to obtain success 
under their examination. As the progress of a life is best judged 
by comparison with the life of others, this book should prove of 
inestimable value to students in that all examples contained 
herein, are the works of students executed under conditions of 
considerable similitude, though probably varying in minor 
details, and which have been awarded Gold, Silver and Bronze 
Medals, or National Book Prizes. The master and teacher will 
also herein, find assistance of a most valuable character in the 
form of suggestion, both in point of design, method and 
execution, and a reference of work done, and a spur to future 
efforts. 

The designer will probably benefit even more largely than 
the others, as the numerous illustrations are all taken from 
works which have received the critical approbation of expert 
examiners, and have been proved by the trying ordeal of 
competitive comparison with large numbers of works of a similar 
class, thus affording a guarantee of the worth of each example.
